Washington Aug 17 Whatever denial
Secretary Foster may put forth as to the
authority of any subordinate officers of the
treasury to speak for his feelings regard

however has a streak of sunshine piercing
it While the situation might have been
better it might be worse Secretary Fos ¬

ter might for instance have hud two prob
lems instead of one to face at this juncture
the bond problem and the gold problem
Luckily for him he is relieved
of the latter by a providential inter-
position of a husre harvest in the West
i lemands for money to move crops are com-
ing in merrily and it means the replenish-
ment

of the gold Stores of the treasury
The call for funds is made chiefly upon
Now York and centers thi re in
order to avail themselves of the
low rates commanded by the
government for shipping money about one
third or one fourth what they would have
to nay themselves They deposit gold in New
York to the credit of the treasury which
in its turn forwards from here
paper equivalent to these deposits to the
various points of distribution in the West
The effect of this has been to increase the
volume of gold in the treasury within a

n-y few weeks about 8000000 The
movement is still continuing and govern-
ment

¬

financiers are building high hopes
upon it The only thing which thev foresee
as liable to check it is tne depletion
of gold in the New York
banks themselves which now seems
Improbable as the latest statements
encourage the belief that the banks are
thriftily hustling their resources The ne-

cessity
¬

for the secretary to consider
whether or not he would sell 4 per cent
bonds in order to protect his gold reserve is
therefore postponed for the time leaving
his mind free to grapple with the one ques ¬

tion of how to conduct his bond operations
with the best results for the treasury and
the least appearance of admitting a failure
of his extension policy and that is as much
as under the circumstances one man ought
to have to think about

The Tariff
There has been considerable correspond-

ence

r cently between Democratic leaders
with reference to the course to be pursued
in regnrd to tariff legislation after congress
convenes There is no difference vt
opinion ou the main joes ion All
the Democrats agree that stops will
be taken toward securing a lower tariff
Between the present time and the opening
of congress no programme to be
observed will probably have passed
out of the region of discussion
into one of certainty There ks question
that a number of the leaders wish an act
repealing tho McKinley bill passed as soon
as possible without waitire for the
formation of committees They argue
that as the Democrats have made the
McKinley bill an issue a bold assault upon
the measure at the earliest possible oppor
tunity will be an earnest to the country of
Democratic sentiment After the repealing
act has passed the house twice
the ways and means committee could
if it saw lit commence work
upon the construction of a new bill but this
it is held should not bo done until the house
has placed iuelf on record as repealing the
McKinley law If the senate should not
pass the repealing act the Democrats would
charge the Republicans with perpetuating
legislation claimed to be obnoxious and the
same point would bo raised if the bills
should pass the senate and be vetoed by the

RAPID WORK OF THE FiRE

Several 1eople Narrowly Escape with
Their Lives arid Many are Seriously

Hurt List of Losses and In ¬

suranceThe Origin

Waco McLennan CotrsTT Tex Aug

17 Waco was this afternoon visited by
the most disastrous fire that has occurred
here in the past ten years A half bio
in the center of the business portion of the
city is in ashes and two of the leading
firms in Waco have lost every vestige of
their stock and two hundred people are
thrown out of employment

At 210 oclock this afternoon clerks in
the mamoth dry goods establishment of
Goldstein n Migel saw flames in the show
window and before the alarm could be
sounded and those on the upper floor
warned of the danger the fire had
got among intiamable fabrics in the
dress goods department and were burning
furiously It was almost like a si ak of
fire in a powder magazine The names
were fanned into renewed life by the re ¬

volving fans in the house and
this caused them to spread faster
A wind was blowing and this
added fury to the blaze In less time than
it can be written the whole place was a
mass of flames and it was burning through
the ceiling Excitement was intense
Clerks of the store were rushing madly
around as is they had lost their wits

The lire department responded promptly
but their work was all done on the outside
and uon adjoining buildings it being im
possible to enter the house Several
streams of water were directed
at ihe best places possible but
no control could be gained and the
crowd of spectators which filled the
streets soou witnessed complete destruction
of the Coldstein Migel establishnujnt

The flames then began eating into the ad-

joining
¬

building occupied by urtis v
Orand stoves and house furnishing goods
Here was additional food for the serpent
like tongues of the flames and it was evident
to the onlookers that the place was doomed
to the same fate as the dry goods house

The next house occupied by B T Kil
lough stoves and house furnishings was
reached and from the top of that building
the firemen played upon the flames
below and checked them The
back wall of Curtis Orand
soon fell upon the rear
part of Kiiloughs store and totally demol ¬

ished everything within For four hours
the firemen worked with the conflagration
having many things to contend with Sev-
eral of them were prostrated with heat
and were forced to retire for awhila

After the flames bad been subdued sev ¬

eral persons were found to be hurt
Mrs U N Alexander who worked in

the carpet department of Goidsteiu
Migel started dowu the stairway but was
met by the flames She rushed back and
escaped by jumping from the window but
both her legs were broken oue leg suffered
a compound fracture the bone protruding
through the flesh She is in a critical con-
dition

M Wattometh manager of Goldstein
Migels carpet department was severely

burned on the hand and ears and hair anil
eyebrows singed

Mr Caldwell clerk was severely burned
all tho face

IAGoldstein senior of the firm was
slightly burned while trying to give assist ¬

ance to Miss Nora Wood his cashier
